for a short period grant financial assistance in order to ‘mitigate the 
rapid reduction of wages in the districts most affected.

, UNITED STATES AND: THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS. 


Definite Rejection by President Reported. 


( Reuter’s Service.) 


: Washington, April 13. 
Tt is understood that in a message to Congress President 
Harding declares in favour of Peace by Congressional resolution. 
The Prosident irrevocubly turns his back on the present League of 


‘| Nations, indicating that the United States will not becoms a- party 


to afry such military alliance as the League proposes. R2publicans 
in Congress state that Senator Knox will introduce his peace 
resolution in a day or two with the addition of a declaration that 
if the world's peace is again threatened the United States will act 
as they did in the recent war.’ 


President Still Favours an Association to Promote Peace. 
: . Later, 

The text of President Harding's Message to Congress revoala 
that he approved the termination of the technical state of war with 
the Central Powers of Europe ‘by a resolution of Congress, with 
qualifications essential to protect all the United States’ rights. 

The President detinitely declared that the United States will not 
join the existing Loagua of Nations, but added that-“In making this 
announcement to the world, we in nowise surrender our aim for an 
angociation to promote psace in which we would most heartily join.” 
Toe President stated that he is considering the matter and hoped to 
be able to work ont a plan for such an association. Mr. Harding 
wished to eliminato the heavy burden of armaments, and said that 
the United States ure ready to co-operate with other Nations to this 
end, but the merest prudence forbade the United States to disarm 
alone. : 

Purpose of League Defeated by Linking with Treaty. 
; ' ; Later. 

* VPeesident Harding asserted that the highest purpose of the 
League of Nations was defeated in linking it with the Treaty of 
Peace, making it an enforcing agency of the. victors in the war. 
The resolution of Congress declaring a separate peace can in nowise 
be interpreted as a dosertion of those with whom we shared 
the sacrifices of war, but we must place no difficulty inthe way of 
effecting, with just ropartions, that restoration for which all Eurans 
yearns. “Our attitude regarding responsibility for the war and the 
necessity for just reparations has already had formal earnest 
expression,” stated the President. ‘ : 


“Impossible to Ignore Settlements Already Effected.” 


While approving the resolution of Congres declaring ai state of 
peace, Prosident Harding declares that it is impogsible ta 4gnore 
sottlements already effected. “tt-wotld be wiser,” contitiued tlie 
Presidont, “to accept confirmation of our rights and interests os 
already provided under the existing Treaty, with reservations 
securing absolute freedom from inadvisable commitments. Our 
part in the readjustment and restoration cannot he ignored,.and, 
with the League of Nations definitely rejected, we may proceed to 
negotiate a covenant of relationships essential to recognition of our 
rights.” : 
President Advocates “Rigorous Protection.” 


In the course of his: speech President Harding emphasised the 
necessity cf enacting emergency. tariff legislation based ypon a 
policy of rigorous Protection, and advocated the encouragement of 


{the extension of American owned und operated cahles and wireless 


systems in the interest of Amevicun merchants. 


REPORTED DEATH OF GERMAN ADVENTURER. 


“Emden” Commander said to Have Been Shot. 


Berlin, April 12. 

. The adventurous career of Captain von’ Mueller, the famous ex- 
commander of the Emden,-is believed to have been brought to a 
close. Von Mueller, who was known by the name of von Doomming, 
was shot at Gleiwits after firing at and wounding three Upper 
Silesian plebiscite policemen. He had been concerned in the 
formation of a secret. armed force. for the purpose of securing 
Germany's retention of Upper Silesia.

“FATAL HOUSE. ° 
COLLAPSE. 


Seventeen Casualties. 


NINE LIVES FEARED LOST. 


At 6.30 this morning two houses 
situated in Old Bailey, collapsed , 
resulting in numerous ousualties, 
a number of which proved fatal. 


There is at the present moment 
some doubt entertained as 
to ~ the origin of the 
collapse, but it is known that 
No, 11, where the collapse began 
sy under interior re-construction, 
in connection with which shorings 
had. been placed against the front 
of the building for support.’ The 
fall involved the roof and the floors 
of the two upper storeys whilst 
the party wall between this build- 
ing and the adjacent one (No. 9) 
was torn down, the roof and floors 
of the latter building also collaps- 
ing. Fortunately, the mishap wes 
confined to this extent and with 
the exception of a severe shaking 
when the joists were torn away, 
the other houses, (No. 7 and No. 
13) remained* intact, though for 
safety, the inmates have made a 
hurried exit therefrom. 


A remarkable. feature‘ of the. 


occurrence is the fact that the 
front walls nd verandahs 
ot the two - buildings 
invalved, survived the collapse, a 
circumstance which is accounted 
for by the strong shorings mén- 
tioned above - Together with the 
back walls, which also remain 
intact, they now form two sides 
of a rectangle, open to the skies, 
but filled up.completely: at the 
bottom with the -debris of the 
fallen roofs and floors. 


Beneath this heap of broken 
bricks and wood, piled toe height 
of some six fest, were buried the 
unfortunate inmates, who at the 
early hour at which the’ mishap 
took place, were asleep. 

Being located just opposite the 
Central Police Station compound, 
the scene of the mishap was 
easily sccessible to the Police 
and firemen- who comprised the 
rescue parties. On their. arrival 
five terror-stricken persons had 
‘just emerged from the ruins, 
One of these was Mr. 
Li Ngok-lau, the owner of 
the buildings, who was res- 
cued, it. is stated, by his 
wife. Other miraculous escapes 
are recorded. That of: an old 
m+n, who was rescued from ao 
heap of debris under which he 
wae buried, may be’ mentioned 
in view of the. circumstances 
onder which his life was saved. 
Mr. T. H. King, the Captain 
Superintendent of Police, who 
was. one of a large number 
of hard-worked peopl: who 
underwent risks in order to rescue 
the inmates, it is stated, worked 
his way through the ruins until 
he arrived at the spot where a 
ery told ofa victim. . The rubbish 
was cleared away, and the old 
Chinese who had sustained but a 


‘few scratches, was brought out. 


After making a thorough search 
of the ruins the rescue parties at 
intervals brought out the other 
survivors. A small boy, a small 
girl and three women were 
amongst the first batch sent to 
the Government Civil Hospita! 
for treatment. With the exception 
un- 
conscious when brought out, none 
were seriously injured, and in the 
case of three other survivors it 
was hardly necessary to remove 
them to the Hospital at all. . 

*The work of rescue was con- 
tinued throughout the morning, 
but at the time of writing, it had 
to be suspended whilst shoringa 
were placed against the front wall 
of No. 9 which was in a dangerous 
condition. It is stated that nine. 
other persons are still under the 
ruins, and hopes are not enter- 
tained of rescuing them alive.

CABLE TELEPHONE DEVELOPMENTS. 


; London, April 12. . 

Enormous strides in long-distance wire cable teleplwony were 
revenled at Washington yesterday, : 

Fresident Harding conversed with the President of Cuba after 
which a succesgion of conversitions were engaged in between twenty- 
aix towns, the remotest being Cuba speaking with Catalina nearly six 
thousand miles distant, Although the voice was automatically 
relayee at intermediate stations listeners had not the slightest 
difficulty in hearing. ; . : 

The organiser of the scheme lays stress on the unimaginable 
political consequences that are likely to arise from its development 
for the British Empire, pointing out that the equipment would enable 
London to keep in direct communication with Cape Town, Calcutta 
and even Hongkong, Shanghai and Peking via Calcutta. 


SENSATIONAL RUMOURS IN LONDON. 


London, Apri! 12. 
Rumour mongers had a field day yesterday when fantastic stories 
-were circulated like wild fire about heavy British casualties sustained 
on the. Rhineland. It was stated that two train leads of wounded 


and that large consignments of coffins were sent from Waterloo 
station. People from far distant centres rang up London newspaper 
offices ‘who endeavoured to track the origin of the reports by official 
enquiry: and private investigation. Eventually the War Office issued 
a statement ascribing the myth to Bolshevik attempts to deter re- 
cruiting for the Defence Force. The War Minister described as sheer 
nonsense the tale that the defence force was created to suppress a 
German rising or to collect the German indemnity. 


THE COAL STRIKE. 


; . London, April 12. 
The conl negotiations entered a delicate stage to-day. The owners 
and miners each stated their case yesterday. Mr. Lloyd Gdorge to-day 
heard the parties separately. No proposal has. yet been submitted 
that is likely to lead to a settlement, but though the position is serious 
no breakdown of the negotiations is anticipated such as to presipitate 

a Triple Alliance strike, the threat whereof remains in abeyance. 
There was much criticism at the inopportune publication last 
night. of the Triple Alliance manifesto declaring that the stoppage 
of the railwaymen and transport workers would begin unless an offer 
was made to the miners which the Triple Alliance was justified in 
recommerrding them to uccept. The manifesto stated the owners offer 
fixes the standard at fifty per cent. below the cost of living and agcuses 
the Government, of not being an impartial arbitrator but an active

A New York telegram states that the United States Government 
intends to proceed immediately with the formation of citizens and 
military training camps in order to train a volunteer reserve force as 
a supplement to the Regular Army and National Guard. There will 
be two classes of recruits, namely, youths of 16 to 21 years of age, 
who have had no previous Army training—General Pershing will 
supervise: this--and.a citizen reserve system, the ultimate object of 
which is to create a voluntary ‘reserve suflicient for any emergency, 
thus avoiding the necessity of compulsory military service.

"THE: MOSQUITO PEST. : 


Sanitary Board’s “Activity. 


Among the business ct yester- 
day’s meeting of the Sanitary 
Board was a series of questions by 
Dr. W. V. M. Koch, on the. subject 
ef mosquitoes. Dr, Kech asked: 

1, Is there a’ periodical re- 
crudescence of mosquitocs in 
the residential areas of . the 
Colony? : : 

. If so, what are the apparent 
causes of such recrudescence? 

8, What are the remedics which 
have been, and should be put 
into force? E 
The replies were .as follow: 

It is noticeable that mosquitoes 
are more prevalent in the 
Spring and Autumn. 

_The apparent causes of this 
are: _ am . 

(a) Spring—The advent of 
warm weather -generally as- 
sociated with intermittent 
light rain causing small ac- 
cumulations of water on the 
Miisides. 

(b) Autumn.—The action of 
‘ heavy rain in clearing all 

pools of larvae having ceased, 

opportunity occurs for mos- 
quitocs te hatch ont again. 

.  Remedies.—-It has been cus- 

tomary to have andergimwth cut 

in the neighbourhoed of houses 
in the Spring and Autumn and 
to send ‘gangs of men to clear 
away. all tins and broken bottles 
ote. which are then expesed. it 
has algo been customary to oil 
collections of water which can 
not be .otherwise ‘dealt with. 

Also no receipt ef any complaint 

of mosquitoes being prevalent 

it has been customary to make a 

special inspection with a view 

to ascertaining their breeding 
places and to deal with them. 

A special survey is being ag 

ranged with a vicw to -finding 

if. any more permanent works 
can be carried out: eg. more 
training of nullahs and for 
alterations of house drainage. 

In spite ef any permanent works 

mosquitoes will breed in flower 

pots, eaves gutters if choked 
and other collccticns of water 
in private premises. 

Dr. Koch asked permission to 
move a resolution without giving 
the usual fortnicht’s nctice.. The 
matter was urgent and a resolu- 
tion now would make the Board's 
decision effective without loss of 
time. 

The Cheirman said it ccyld be 
treated as a matter of urgeficy if 
two thirds of the members present 
ugreed, 

Permission having heen gnant- 
ed. Dr. Koch said he would like to 
point out that although they had 
been slumbering under the happy 
delusion that malaria hed been 
practically wiped out of the 
Colony, still, it ceuld be judged 
from the few official ‘statistics that 
had appeared, that happy state 
was not quite the fact. He found 
from the last returns available 
from the Government Civil Hos- 
pital that. there were 218 cases ef 
malaria admitéed, with -nine 
deaths, and in the Tung Wah Hos- 
pital about 207, with 57 deaths, a 
percentage of about 26. . The in- 
cidence of Malaria in the New 
Territorics had not been recorded 
et the Kwong Wah Hospital, but 
it was. a rotorious fact that 
malaria was widely prevalent. In 
this Colony from time to time 
epilemics occurred which greatly 
stirred the population. They had 
liad the epidemics, of cerebro- 
spinal fever, of plague, and small 
pox, and the people nearly lost 
their. heads because of the very 
acute incidence and of the 
dramatic ending to those cases, 
whereas malaria, which was much 
more maiming in its effects and 
the deaths from which in one form 
or another, either from itself or

Malaria 
was not regarded with any dread 
and people. naturally beceme th- 
different to taking stops in order 
to suppress the possibility of the 
carrying of the malaria parasite. 
Those steps the Chairman told 
them the Board had taken, but 
in. view. of the widespread pre- 
valence of malaria, the Board 
ought to take more definite steps 
to enlist.the interest and co-opera- 
tion of the inhabitants of the 
Colony, That might be done by 
aublic advertisement in the papers, 
or by leaving leaflets with house- 
helders, telling them what to -do 
and how to do it. Propaganda 
against malaria ought to be 
carried on. Propaganaa was re- 
sorted to in the case of other 
diseases, venereal disease, for ex- 
ample, which was not nearly so 


prevalent or se deadly as malaria. |. 


The Beard would be justified in 
recommending to the Government 
that the Sanitary Board be em- 
powered to carry oh what he 
would call an intensive ecmpaign 
against malaria “in the Colony. 
Many new buildings were being 
put up everywhere, and it-was a 
matter of common knowledge,* 
not om account of the carth being 
turned up—but on account of the 
consequent accumulation of pools 
cf water, especially in the hot 
weather, in which the mosquito 
parasite bred. There were parts 
of the island whcre malaria was 
rife and everybody was a reservoir 
of malaria. He knew several such 
‘suses, though he did not want to 
name them He proposed the fol- 
lowing resolution: — 

“That this Board récommend 
that the Sanitary Department be 
authorised to undértake an inten- 
sive campaign against mosquitoes 
in the Colony.” 

Mr. C. G. Alabaster seconded, 
and the resolution was carried. 

The Chairman : proposed the 
formation .of a sub-committee to 
give effect to the resolution, con- 
sisting of Dr. Koch, the Medical 
Otficer, the Director of Public 
Works, and himself. 

_ The Hon, Mr. Perkins, asked to 
be excused owing to the pressure 
of other work. 

Mr.. Alabaster seconded the re- 
solution and the Sub-Committee 
was then appointed, as abcve, with 
the omission of the name of the 
Director of Public Works. 

The Overcrowding Evil. 

Also among the business was 
the matter of numbering houses 
under the Overcrowding bye-laws, 
i.e, posting on each floor the num- 
ber of people who might reside 
there. , 

In his minute on the question 


Mr. Tso asked why the old num-|- 


bering practice was being revived 
now, in view of ,the housing 
problem. : 

The Chairman said that the 
reason’ why the old practice of 
numbering houses had fallen into 
disuse was that between 1908 and 
1912° the number of square feet 
per head was reduced from fifty 
to thirty. That of course neces- 
sitated a complete alteration of 
every number and. it was con- 
sidered: at the time that renumr 
bering would not be necessary, as 


it was understood that with the| 


larger number of people allowed 
to the square feet, overcrowding 
would not occur. Since that time 
it had ‘become more and more 
evident that overcrowding had oc- 
curred and they found it now 
advisable to resume their old 
machinery. There, was no idea of 
taking sudden action to deal with 
offending householders. No doubt 
the rea] remedy was to build more 
houses. . . 

It was decided without further 
digeussion to rev to the old 
numbering system. °

THE PROBLEMS BEFORE 
BRITISH INDUSTRY. 


Mr Austen Chamberlain’s | 
Reply to Deputation. 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer re- 
cently received at the House of 
Commons a deputation from the 
Federation of British Industries, 
The purpose of the interview 
was to discuss the whole question 
of the industrial position, and to 
impress upen the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer the necessity of 
alleviating the burden of taxa- 
tion. sy: 
‘| The deputation was introduced 
by Sir Win. Peter Rylands, pre- 
sident of the Federation, who said 
the position at the present time 


wus very bad, and seemed to be 
getting worse, due in some degree 
to the very severe competition 
which British industry had to face 
from the Continent. 


After referring to the very 
serious pésition of the coal in- 
dustry, which affected all 
branches of trade, Sir Peter, deal- 
ing with the forthcoming Budget, 
pointed out the very small 
alleviation to the burden of 
taxation that was foreshadowed 
iy Mr. Chamberlain’s recent 

dstatement at Birmingham. 

He was not pressing for any 
canvellation of the arrears of B.P. 
D., which was of course, an im- 
possible suggestion, and would 
not have. been .made by the 
Federation; but he desired to 
point out that part of it would 
have to be paid when industry 
was going through a period of 
unique and intense depression. 

He was most anxious that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
should not think that he ‘was 
speaking in an alarmist manner, 

But thére was only one way of 
expressing it, and that was that 
pelea was fighting for its very 

ife. : 
THREE YEARS AVERAGE 
OF ENCOME. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in replying, 
said the anxieties which were 
faced by the Federation had .also 
to be faced by the Government, 
and the Government was striving 
to the best of its ability to see tha 
country safely through the. pre- 
sent difficult position. 

In considering the whole world- 
position to-day of industry and 
trade, it struck him what a small 
part taxation played amongst the 
many factors at work. 

With reforence to the criticism 
of the. Federation as to the 
effect of the threé years’ 
average assesament on In- 
come-tax, Mr. Chamberlain said 
that the Royal Commission on 
Income-tax had reported last 
year, and he had been unable to 
bring forward a Bill in the last 
session, but he hoped to bring 
forward a revenue Bill early in 
the present session to give effect 
to the report, He warned them, 
however, that even if that Bilt 
was got through the House of 
Commons it would not affect the 
position for' the forthcoming 
financial year, : 

He would scarcely be able to 
bring it into operation until the 
financial year following, and for 
the forthcoming financial year 
the assessment of Income-tax 


WOMEN THE 
SEX. 


SUPERIOR 


Dr. Dealey at American 
College Club. 

Members of the American 
College (lub of Shanghai met at 
the Y.W.C.A. the other day, when 
Dr. J. Q. Dealey, who is Pro- 
fessor of Social Economies at 
Brown University and exchange 
Professor of Psychology of the 
Shanghai Baptist Collecze, gave 
an address, taking “ The Superior 
Sex" as his subject. Hoe ex- 
plained the two words “andro- 
centric,” meaning man, the 
contre, and “gynaecocentric.” 
meaning. woman, the centre, 
which were coined by Dr. Lester 
F. Wara, the greatest. of Amer- 
ican sociologists. 

With this introduction, Dr. 
Dealoy proceeded to present il- 
lustrations and arguments from 
history, literature, and tradition, 
dealing with each viewpoint in 
turn. “The androcettric view- 
point,” he said, “ has been tayght 
‘from time immemorial in all 
civilized lands, as a fact beyond 
question. Confucius wrote of the 
Superior .Man, but, presumably 
forgot that there might possibly 
be a superior Woman. Hebraic 
and Christian divinities are al- 
ways male, and in St. John’s 
Cathedral, New York, the Bishop 
refused to allow the architect to 
represent angels in feminine 
form hecause, he asserted, *al 
Biblical angels are male."” 

As some of the earliest writings 
presenting the gynaecocentric 
argument, Dr. Dealey mentioned 
John Stuart Mills argument for 
women entitled: “The Subjection 
of women,” and Lord Lytton’s 
“The Coming Race,’ the first 
important Utopia depicting a 
civilization in which women are 
the superior sex. This, of coyrse, 
does not mean’ that protests 
against the androcontric point of 
view were not occasionlly made 
even as far back as 2,500 years 
ago, when the Princess Medea 
railed against her husband Jason 
because of his  androcentric 
views. Even of Xenophen’s 
time, the women of Athen’s 
wero demanding larger 
Tights. ‘The philosopher Plato 
admitted the theory of equal 
rights with women and advanced 
an argument for them. 

Dr. Dealey then presented the 
question of inherent superiority, 
saying that if a woman naturally 
lacks. the energy and the brain- 
volume of a man, she cannot, by 
law, be made equal with him, but 
cun only. be given an equal. start,

What the Movement

Sixteen years ago the first 
Rotary Club was inaugurated tn 
a small way in Chicago, Mr. Paul 
P. Harris, a lawyer of that city, 
bringing forward the idea of put- 
ting business on a basis less 
material. than it had been, by 
substituting service as the end in 
view instead ‘of profit-making. 
On February 23rd. 1905, his 
original Rotary Circle held its 
first meéting, and from that time 
onward Rotary has advanced 
-with rapid strides. 

About ten years ago Rotary 
took root in the British Isles, and 
in little over a year's time no 
fewer than eight clubs were form- 
od. For. some little time these 
clubs worked independently of 
each other, but they soon got into 
touch, and early in 1914 federated 
themselves into the “ British 
Association of Rotary Clubs" 
with headquarters for the time 
being in Edinburgh, the first 
president. being. Mr, .R. W. 
Pentland, and the honorary 
secretary being Mr. Thomas 
Stephenson. ¢* ze 

The need for service and co- 
operation being greatly — felt 
throughout the country during 
the war, Rotary Clubs developed 
rapidly, and there are now no 
fewer than 36 clubs throughout 
Great Britain and Ireland, ex- 


tending from Aberdeen in the 
North to Plymouth in the South 
A CURE fOR STRIKES, 

But this is not all. 
of service as applied by Rotarians 
to one another results in a close 
friendship between members, who 
soon become imbued with what 
is known as the “ Rotary spirit,” 
and display a tondency to carry 
it. out in other spheres of activity. 
besides only their business, 

It is well known thatin Rotary 
circles. relations between em- 
ployers and employed are of a 
very cordial character, and it has 
been paid that if all business men 
were Rotarians there would be 
no labour unrest, while if all 
employees cultivated the same 
spirit—that of service to the coni- 
munity—there would be no such 
thing. as a strike.

DIVORCE IN INDIA. 


Is it Effective in England ? 

In the Divorce Court, London, 
Captain Reginald Keyes of Dart- 
tord, Kent, petitioned for a divorce 
from hia wife, Mrs. Annio Borah 
Keyes, on the ground of her 
miseonduct with Mr. Gerald Cacil 
Gray. 

Petitioner had obtained a. 
divoree from his wife in the 
Punjab High Court in 1918, the 
decree later being made absolute, 
and the case raised the question 
of the validity of the Indian 
Divorce in England. 

The Attornoy-General, whom 
the President had asked to attend, 
said he was bound to submit there 
might: be grave doubta whether 
Indian Courta had. power to 
dissolve niarriages in sucha case 
as this where the partics were 
not domiciled in India. Tha whole 
question was whether tho Indian 
Court had power to grant divorce 
to persons domiciled and married 
in England, but resident in 
India, and tv grant it in such fy 
way as to mako it effective in 
this country. 


Was the word “ reside’ in the 
Indian Act to mean residing is 
India or domiciled there? There 
was no doubt that to make a 
divorce valid beyond the territory 
where it was granted the found- 
ation of jurisdiction must be 
permanent domicile. 


The next question was whether 
the Imperial Parliament could 
have authorised legislation in 
India contrary to fundamental 
principles of divorce jurisdiction, 
and if India had this power why 
not the Colonies? 


Sir Erle Richards said the 
Secretary for India placed great 
importance on the question. For 
fifty years or more divorces had 
been granted in India to English- 
men resident there, and no doubt 
there had been many-remarriages 
and children born whose leg- 
itimacy depended upon the 
validity of those divorces, and if 
now it were to be laid down those 
divorces were invalid then one 
was faced with a very difficult 
position, which could be cured 
only by legislation throughout in 
regard to European subjects. 


The Indian Courts had been 
given jurisdiction in matrimonial 
matters, and it would cause great 
scandal and confusion if persons 
divorced in India were to be 
regarded in England as married.

The text is published of a Bill 
introduced in the Hause of Lords 
by Lord Desborough providing 
that in 1922 and subequent years 
Faster Day. shall be observed on 
the second Sunday in April, and 
that all other movable feasts and 
fasts we kept on days ascertained 
by reference to this fixed Easter, 
except Advont Sunday, which 
shall remain unchanged. 


VICTORY MEDAL -CHANGE. 

Sir .L. Worthington-Evans, 
replying to Major Cohen, said 
that approximately 550,000 
Victory Medals. had been melted 
down owing to a change of design 
which was found necessary to 
carry out.

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A FEW THOUGHTS ON. THE STRIKE. 


In referring on Monday ‘on the action of the Triple 
Alliance we spoke of the ‘threat to the nation involved 
therein, ‘The suspension of such industries as coal-mining, 
the railways, and .the general transport service must 
constitule a menace lo the well-being of any State, especial- 
Jy when coupled with the danger of the flooding of the mines, 

-thereby involving the risk of permanent destruction. In 
saying this the ‘reference is to a simple point of fact, 
without prejudice to, the general merits of the dispute. ‘It 
is open to the workers tu argue that the strike is, in certain 
circumstances, an essential weapon. Equally essential, 
in the interests of the community asa whole. is Govern- 
ment action to preserve public utilities while the dispute 
is pending. Nol. only industry but existence itself is bound 
up with coal and transport, Therefore the steps taken by 
the Government to meet the emergency and the response 
from. volunteers are matters for congratulation, wherever 
blame may lay for the strike, 

The risk of flooding belongs tu a somewhat difierent 
category from suspension. of work,. seeing that’ a natural 
assel of enormous importance to the nation is subjected 
toruin. No doubt the Miners’ Federation relied upon this 
as a final lever, thinking that the owners would capitulate 
rather than see the imines destroyed; and the owners, on 
their side, were probably disposed to discount the threat, 
thinking that the miners would hesitate to take the bread 
from out, their-own mouths. The danger of flooding is not 
a fresh feature in ‘the strife between coalowner and 
coalminer, but such a policy has not previously been pirsued 
with the same , determination. Iluwever. the Miners’ 
Federation, apparently through. the persuasion of. its 
partners in the Triple Alliance. has modified its attitude 
so far as to instruct its members not to oppose volunteers. 
The Premier, who at first stipulated for the return of the 
pumpmen as 2 condition-precedent to negotiations, evidently 
considers this concession to be of sullicient value to 
constitute, & starting-point along the road to cénciliation. 

This preliminary hurdle having been negotiated. 
it is disappointing to hear that discussians have broken 
down. — Reuter has heen liberal, not to say lavish, in 
coal-strike messages. Unfortunately, they contain: very 
little data: upon which to assess the precise merits. 
In point of fact, they do not tell us with any approach 

.to exactitude what the matters in dispute are. On 

the part of the. owners, one gathers generally that a 
reduction of wages is proposed, but of what amount or 
nature is not indicated. On'the part of the miners, there 
is the demand for a national wage-standard and a national 
pool, which sounds a plain proposition, but involves 
numerous issues. What is to be the national basis? 
Mines very greatly in their paying powers, and it is asking 
a lot of owners of successful mines that they shall con- 
tribute to the finances of the poorer collieries. It is not 
easy to recall any industry operated on these lines. _ If the 
national standard were fixed upon an ‘average basis, the 
miners in profitable areas, such as South Wales, would 
stand to lose. Hence the need of more data. The difficulty 
of fixing 2 national wage was recognised at the time of 
the 1912 strike, when My, Asquith, the. then P.emier, de- 
clined to commit himself to a single standard. If the 
miners can frame any sort of a practicable national basis, 
it culls for appropriate consideration.

and we are told that it was due to 
only one responsible mail officor 
boing sent off from the Post 
Office, absurdly inadequate to 
deal with the necessary 
checking and receipt of so 
many packages,’ If this is so, 
thero is a clear caso for enquiry, 
for it is usoless for vessels 
to hurry up to get into port, and 
then to find that due arrange- 
ments have not been made for the 
reception and speedy despatch of 
the mails. In the case of the 
“Soudan,” which arrived a week 
earlier, tho vessel was outside 
Ponang about midnight, but as 
she did not go to the anchorage, 
nothing could te done to secure 
despatch of the mails by the 
morning train. A passenger, 
however, info:ms.us that the 
utmost deliberation was taken.” 
“mails are thus late in 
arriving at Singapore, how often 
might it be that a fast boat to 
Hongkong has just been missed? 
We in Hongkong are almost at 
the end of the line, and it is 
small wonder that our mails 
often. arrive long after the 
scheduled time,

ing eight having all been drawn. 
It will doubtless interest our 
readers to learn that. the condi- 
tions for this. championship 
contest provide for the playing of 
24 games, ard whoever first 
secures eight games will win the 
match. Draws do not count, and 
a time-limit. of 15 moves per 
hour is laid down, So far; there 
has beon a preponderance of 
draws in the games played. It 
was not until the fifth meeting 
that Capablanca scored a win, 
and then there was a further run 
of four draws before he again 
beat his opponent. ‘Iho’ question 
uow is whether he can get the 
requisite number of victories to 
win him the contest. On that, 
we must possess ourselves in 
pationce and watch the cabled 
news. 


History Text-Books. 


Not long ago Mr. Owen Wister 
was reading his fellow-country- 
men ,of the United States a 
lecture upon how history should 
be written, and now we have Mr. 
Ando Masazumi, a Kokumin-To 
member of the Japaneso Diet, 
complaining that the history text- 
books used in the schools of the 
island Empire in the Pacific are, 
to all intents’ and purposes, 
histories of war. He might have 
added that the history-books of 
other countries are much the 
same. Toa certain extent this 
is inevitable, for wars have had 
an important iniluence in history. 
The fault’ dwolls in a tendency 
to invest war with’ a glamour. 
As Gibbon said, history is 
mainly a record. of errors and 
follies, and war is the worst of 
these. Even while nations stil 
tesort to force we could do with 
more histories on the model of 
Green's “History of the English 
People.” :

LOCAL FIRES, 


The damage caused to 
Wiseman's Bakery at Wanchai 
yesterday morning as a result of 
the fire, is estimated at $500 
which is more than covered by 
the insurance, which amounts to 
$33,000. 

Fire broke ont at 
Road West at 9 p.m. yester- 
day. The alarm was re- 
ceived at the Central Fire Station 
shortly afterwards, and the 
Brigade, undsr the eupervision 
of Statioumaster Moss, turn- 
ed out to the scene 
which proved to be 
No. 72 Queen’s Road. The flames 
mado rapid progress and had 
completely destroyed the two 
lower storeys before the work of 
the Brigade became effective, 
Tho damage done to,the property 
of the inmates of. the house was 
covered by insurance, in the 
case of the first floor for $3,000, 
and the second floor, for $1,500. 
The damago in the case of the 
Sround floor, used as a storeroom 
for metals, was not serious.

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AVIATION NOTES. 


(By « Meteorite.” 


With rogard to the report of 
the Economio Resources> Com- 
mission just issued, itis gratifying 
to note that the possibilities of 
the Colony as an aviation centre 
wero not oxcluded from the 
investigations of that body. Tho 
roport throws a fresh light on toa 
question which was thought by 
somo‘to be viewed with indiffer- 
ence by the Government. We are 
informed in the report that the 
Director of the Observatory had 
been requested during his sojourn 
on leave ‘in England to get into 
touch with Home experts with a 
view to obtaining their advice on 
the question of the Colony’s 
assistance: to: aviation. through 
meteorological channels, The ro- 
commendations which the Di- 
tector wi " Subsequently enabled 
to make urged for the equipment 
of the Obsorvatory with divers 
technical instruments to pro- 
secute upper air research, 
and’ to operate which the 
sorvices of special experts 
wero required, and recommended 
This would have meant another 
big item in the Colony’s ex- 
ponditure, and, in view of the 
present undeveloped state of 
docal aviation, was a course to 
which the Government did not 
care to commit itself. At loast 
this is what I take the position to 
be, for tho Government, in its 
teply to these recommendations, 
aaked the Director to amond his 
suggestions so as to exclude the 
lability of engaging 
Whatover morits this course may 
claim to have on oconomical 
grounds, it certainly places a 
handicap on the local Observa- 
tory's work in uny research into 
the conditions of the Colony's 
upper’ ‘mosphere, Such research 
iscon dered by the Home exports 
‘to bo eesential, if the Colony is to 
provide all the facilities which 
airmen expect of a locality so 
well placed in the scheme of 
future aviation expansion.

Not many yoars ago when the 
question of layinga,trans-Atlantic 
cablo was under consideration 
there were many opinions ex- 
pressed pro and con, including o 
mathematical proof by a Prof. 
Loring of Harvard University 
that it was impossible to tolograph 
three thousand miles under the 
ocean. Sinco that time ‘cables 
have been laid successfully to 
alinost all parts of the world and 
are today ourchief means’of rapid 
long’ distance communication. 
Today we have rocords of cablo 


laying by airplane. Oa firstthought, 


one wonders, just where the 
utility of such a means might 
appear, but the potentialities of 
the process are many when duly 
considered Tho.laying of cables 
by aid of airplanas permits a rapid 
and positive establishment and 
also maintenance of electric com- 
munications ‘connections in .the 
ficld from a military point of view, 
entirely independent of the char- 
acter of the ground, and forms an 
effective means in the hands of 
army chiefs or battle leaders for 
influencing operations or the de- 
volopment of battle.

The -system of laying cables 
from airplanes can be briefly 
characterized in that the ap- 
paratus is insignificantin weight 
and requires little space, and it 
cen be installed readily on any 
airplane. The apparatus consists 
mainly of two parts, the one, the 
wire holder which may con- 
veniently bo placed in or near the 
pilot's cockpit and the signal 
apparatus which is placed in the 


-{rear of the airplane, consisting of 


an appropriate number of falling 
weights unfastened by a special 
method with signal attached. 


When the wires are sent downto 
the ground, the flags indicate; tho 
spot where the wires have taken 
ground. A device is‘provided for 
cutting off the wires after 
sufficient cable has boon laid. 
The wire runs out from tho holder 
through the signal epparatua. All 
tho apparatus is easy to con- 
siiact and requires 10 fine 
adjustments. The whole cable 
laying process is, effected by a 
single manipulation, and both 
single arid double wires may be 
laid.

A protoat made by Lord Hald- 
ane in tho.House of Lords recent- 
ly brought to light a duality of 
that Chamber. which receives 
little attention but which may 
givo somo trouble when reform is 
undertaken. The subject of the 
protest was tho fact that while 
‘the Law Lords were busy with 
thoir judicial functions they had 
beon asked to give a firat-reading 
to a solitical measure, and Lord 
Haldane. protested against this - 
confusion of the two capacitios 
‘of the House. There could of 
course be no greater authority 
than Lord Haldane, a former Lord 
Chancellor and: a eminent con- 
stitutional lawyer; yot the: fact 
does remain that there is, in 
theory, no difference betwoen tho 
House of Lords ‘as a legislative 
body and‘the House of Lords .as 
afinal Court of Appeal except in 
ono respect, and that is a modern 
arrangement, The Act of 1876 
laid. it down that the ° House 
should not héar an appeal unless 
at least three persons with 
specified legal qualifications were 
presont. Apart from that stipula-., 
tion thero is no difference in 
theory, The judgment of the 
final Court of Appeal is regarded 
as the judgment of the whole 
House of Lords, and any membor * 
of that House is technically 
within his rights in attending and 
taking part in the proceedings, so 
that, in theory, the law Lords 
could be swamped at any time in 
a purely legal question by an 
incursion of lay peers. ‘ 
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Most of the world's emeralds 
now come from the Muzo Mines 
in Colombia, where an emerald 
woighing 630 oarats has recently 
been found. The Muzo Mines 
aro in a mountainous district, 
about 90 miles from Bogota, and 
most difficult of access, All the 
niiners employed there are pure- 
blooded Indians, who show an 
almost in¢rodible degreo of skill 
in breaking through the limestone 
containing the gems, Though the 
pointed bars with which they work 
weigh quite thirty pounds, a minor 
can strike exactly the same spot 
with the: point of the bar 50 or 
60 times in succession, deviating 
not one hair's broadth, and using 
just sufficient foree to break the 
limestone without damaging the 
-omorald or the calcite in which 
it is embedded. Each miner has 
to undertake fo remain at the 
mines for not less than three 
months ata stretch, during which 
Period, though well housed, fed, 
amused, he is kept a prisoner, so 
as to prevent any illicit sale of 
tho emeralds, The Muzo Mines, . 
which belong to tho .Colombian 
Government, yield a profit of 
about £100,000 a year,

Ona 
must not forget that these sama 
trade union fellows constitute 
quite a big proportion of the 
nation and that it is they who 
have largely contributed to our 
past well-being.

It would bo difficull to say (hat
